Huan, commander of the First bat- 
talion of the First Shiwa regiment, re- 
turned to the barracks and committed 
suicide. This excited his subordinates 
and also a battalion of the Second 
Shiwa, who attacked two Japanese of- 
ficers and their orderlies. One bat- 
talion marched on the south gate, 
where a clash occurred, in which Cap- 
tain Kajiwara and two others were 
killed. Over 100 Koreans escaped 
with, their rifles and divided into two 
bands. They are still abroad. 


Korean Cried Over News. 


New York, Aug. 2.—Prince Tyjong 


Oui Yi, who with Yl Sang Sul reached 
here from The Hague, where they, as 
Korea'6 delegates, sought vainly to lay 
before the nations the plight of Korea, 
•was deeply affected wkea shown a dis- 
patch from Washington that 40 Ko- 
rean soldiers had been killed 
or 


wounded while resisting an attempt of 
the Japanese to disarm the Korean 
army. 


"The death of these soldiers," de- 


clared Prince Yi, feelingly, "marks the 
baptism in blood of Korea's final ef- 
forts to throw off the Japanese domi- 
nation. The Korean army will resist 
Japan's disarmament steps to the last, 
and Korea, responding to a great na- 
tional sentiment, will rise up and fight 
for her liberty 
This is the outcome 


of 4,700 years of distrust with which 
Korea as a nation has regarded Japan. 


"Our army of 3,000 active men is 


small," continued Pi nice Yi, "but it is 
well drilled. There are 1,500,000 Ko- 
reans, able-bodied, patriotic men, who 
are ready to fight They have weapons 
of various kinds and they will fight 
We are poor in monev, but are rich in 
national sentiment 
Koreans are pa- 


cificists, and as pacificists they have 
been paid in Japanese cannon balls "

old girl is the latest -victim of the 
Graveyard." as the foreign populated 


poi tJon of New York city is commonly 
known. This latest murder is similar 
to the two recent murders of women 
m the same locality, and marks on the 
little victim show her to have been 
criminally mistreated before death and 
her body mutilated after death. When 
news of the finding of the little one's 
body spread through the neighbor- 
hood, excitement rose to such a pitch 
that the removal of the body and an 
airest caused almost a riot. Many- 
thousands of persons were in the near- 
by stieets when the wagon from the 
morgue armed 
At sight of the cov- 


ered body the crowd vented its grief 
and rage in a babel of tongues 
Shop 


windows were smashed and only the 
determined 
front of the police re- 


serves, who clubbed right and left, 
prevented greater damage. 


The three murders are strikingly 


similar. Last Thursday night a wom- 
an was strangled in a boarding house; 
the nest morning the body of a. still 
unidentified 
woman who had been 


choked to death was found in an area- • 
way. Katie Pntschler, daughter of a 
restaurant waiter, disappeared a week 
ago, and was killed that night. A rib- 
bon placed about the throat and drawn 
so tightly that it cut the flesh showed 
how she died. Her body has now been 
found. 


If the brutality of the murders can. 


be qualified, that of the Pntschler girt 
ranks first She was assaulted, mur- 
dered, and then her lifeless form was 
horribly mutilated. 


The "Graveyard" takes its name 


from the proximity of the old Thir- 
teenth street cemetery, and the local- 
ity^has been the scene of several re- 
volting murders. The majority of the 
residents are foreigners. 


Cail Pntschler, the father of Katie, 


is a hard-working, respectable citizen. 
He has several other children, all 
jounger than Katie 
The girl left 


home at 340 East Thirteenth street 
last Thursday to play in the street. 
When she failed to return the father 
notified the police and a general alarm 
was sent out 
The body was discov- 


ered within a block of her home, an* 
scarcely a hundred yards from the lo- 
cation of a placard placed by the 
father calling attention to the fact 
that his child was lost How the body 
could have remained undiscovered for 
a week is not explained. 


The girl's body was stumbled upon 


by a woman who visited the basement 
of the house at 203 First avenue. 
It 


laj upon a berry crate with seemingly 
no effort at concealment 


"You 
can saj for me," Coroner Har- 


burger declared, "that the crimes in 
Berlin of which the newspapers have 
told have not been one thousandth 
part as bad as the murder of this lit- 
tle girl " 


The coroner would not permit tbe 


body to be photographed. At the cor- 
oner's 
direction Gaetano Rippolano,, 


whose cobbler's shop adjoins the girl's 
home, was arrested and asked to ex- 
plain his absence from his shop on 
last Friday 
He established the fact 


that he had spent the day at Bristol, 
Conn 
The girl is said to have fre- 


quented Rippolano s place, and search, 
of the nlace bi ought to light a man's 
shirt which bo^e red stains 
The cob- 


bl^r v as arraigned and remanded to 
the coroner

Ten 
of the most eminent oculists obtain- 
able, one after another, made exami- 
nation and unanimously a°reed that 
the immigrant had nothing the matter 
with her eyes. The Inflamed condi- 
tion of her eyes, which first excited 
the unfavorable opinion of the officials, 
was explained as being due to the fact 
that as she arrived on a 
different 


boat than was expected her relatives 
failed to meet her, and she cried with 
disappointment for several hours. 


Senator McEnery telegraphed Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and had the order of 
deportation held up pending a thor- 
ough examination of the case, while 
the oculists staked their reputations 
on their reports that she was not af- 
flicted with with trachoma. The Pres- 


rine Hospital Service and their con- 
clusion will be final. It was said in 
New Orleans that Miss Vanderenwera, 
accompanied by her aunt and Senator 
MeEnery, intended to visit the Presi- 
dent at Oyster Bay to convince him 
that she was not afflicted with the 
•disease which the surgeons reported 
she had.

GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


JOHN M. PATTISON—1906. 


John M. Pattison was born on a farm in Clermont county, O., June 13, 


1847. 
At sixteen he' enlisted and served during the closing days of the cMl 


war. 
He afterward taught school until he had earned money sufficient to at- 


tend the Ohio "Wesleyan university at Delaware, O. In the same class were 
Vice President Fairbanks and Senator Foraker. 
When a young lawyer Mr. 


Pattison -was put on the Hamilton county legislative ticket, and after serving 
his term returned to the law. In 18S9 the Democratic state leaders asked him 
to become a candidate for state senator. 
That victory and his work in the 


legislature sent him to congress in 1S90. He was nominated for governor by 
the Democratic convention in 1005 and defeated Governor Herrick by about 
43,000, the rest of the Democratic ticket being defeated. He was inaugurated 
gov«rnor Jan. 8, 1906, and died June 18, 1906, having been in 511 healtl) 
throughout his Incumbency in office.

SWIFT JUSTICE 


WILL BE ASKED 


By Spain and France for the Casa- 


blanca Outrage, 


TO SEND WARSHIPS Af ONCE 


Several Foreign 
Residents Said to 


Have Been Murdered by Arab Fa- 
natics — The Washington Govern- 
ment Officially Notified by Its Rep- 
resentative In That Country. 


Tangier, Morocco, Aug. 2.—It is be- 


lieved that the recent slaughter of 
Europeans in Casablanca was an out- 
come of a holy war preached by Arabs 
for the extermination of Europeans. 
On Monday a number of Arab chiefs 
entered Casablanca 
and demanded 


that the harbor improvement work 
cease. The pasha of Casablanca point- 
ed out that this work «as being done 
win* the sanction of the sultan, where- 
upon the chiefs replied that tlie sultan 
was no longer their ruler, a? he obe> ed 
the Christians. They then begau to 
incite the natives to extt-rminate all 
Jews 
and Europeans in the town. 


On Tuesday the natives commenced 
their attack 
by stoning a Euro- 


pean, and when this man tried to flee 
he was surrounded and hacked to 
pieces. This was the signal for an- 
other attack, and as 
soon as the 


danger became known the French and 
Spanish residents rushed to their re- 
spective consulates 
for 
protection. 


During this flight at least eight were 
murdered. 


Will Send Ship. 


Madrid, Aug. 2.—The Spanish gov- 


ernment is drawing up a plan for con- 
certed action with France to obtain 
reparation for the murders in Casa- 
blanca. As a first step a Spanish war- 
ship has been ordered to proceed im- 
mediately to Morocco. 


U. S. Government Advised. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—The state de- 


partment received from United States 
Minister Gummere at Tangier a brief 
cablegram stating that several for- 
eigners had been murdered at Casa- 
blanca, Morocco, and that "a foreign 
vessel had been dispatched to Mo- 
rocco." The minister asked for no in- 
structions from the state department 
concerning the trouble, and none were 
sent him. It is believed at the state 
department that there are no native- 
horn Americans in Casablanca. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 2—Through a

water.

skiff were found floating down the 
river.

Joseph will assume the role of inter- 
mediary to bring about a final recon- 
ciliation between King Edward and 
Emperor William of .Germany, while 
the reconciliatory policy will culmi- 
nate in an endeavor to establish an 
entente between the two groups of 
powers headed by Great Britain and 
France on die one side and Germany 
and Austria on the other, for whic'i 
purpose King Edward is seeking the 
assistance o£ the two emperors.

Vallejo, Cal., Aug. 2.—-With appro- 


priate ceremonies the new cruiser Cal- 
ifornia, recently completed, was placed 
in commission. Captain Thomas S. 
Phelps will command the cruiser. The 
California is the finest vessel that ever 
came to this yard, and will join the 
Pacific squadron.

Chicago, Aug. 2.—Herman Billlk, re- 


cently 
convicted of the murder of 


Mary Vzral by poisoning, was sen- 
tenced to hang on Oct. 11. Billik broke 
down and cried, denying that he had 
poisoned anybody, and declaring that 
the evidence against him was manu- 
factured.

They insist that Miss Matthews 
did not commit suicide, but was mur- 
dered. After the funeral Mr. Coey 
will go to Colorado Springs to make a 
thorough investigation of the shooting.
